Not 
but thaa the Enemies of our Religion and Kingdome, had us then in 
their a1nds, but other wayes there were, before bloody and deſperate 
practiſes wereto be taken in hand, to be firſt entred ins, of Ice dif- 
 ficulty, and more hapetu Lſuccefl?. And thele are the ſteps the ad- 
 verfaries of onr Religion uſe to tread, who thirſting after England, 
labour firſt to bring us back to Rome,by ſtriving to make our ſelves hate 
 eurownRecligion, and lcave that God which brought us out of the 
Land of egypt, bewitching us with glorious Idolatry of the golden 
Calvs of Rome, introducing ignorance and blindnes,that we may when 
our eycs arc out,patiently grind in the Mill of {lavery,If this courſe fail, 
the next is by poyſon, murder, and force of Arms, to draw us to Sodom 
and e£ gypr. | 
The Reformation of England and Ireland fall under one time, and 
becauſe that of Scorland allo d:tf:reth not many yeares in age, they 
may all be brought in one account. With the Plots are joyntly hand-= 
ted the Detverances, which in ſomereſpeR or other may very we.l be 
called great, cither inregard of the mifery we hadfallen into, (if God 
had not prevented them) of the flavery of ſoule and body, and this 
agrecth with all : Or clſe for the ſtrangenefl2 ef the diſcoveries of 
their miſchicfes, (fometime almoſt miraculous) before they have 
come to their birth, or diſappointing them of their purpoſes, when 
the Authours have pat them in practiſe ; and theſe two refpeas, the. 
on? or the other, which may well denominate-Gods goodnefe to us, 
in &rfapponring them tobe great, may be found in all likewiſe. So 
thatfor theſe mercirs received, we onght to aſcribe to our Deliverer 
that which is duermto him, the praiſe of his own work, and con. 
timall thankes for his mercies, which eventothis day, isfrom thoſe 
Deliverances of the 6rycsof old, extended ; we ſhanld havebin then 
betrayed, but we had now bin flares, both we, our fclyes and ours; 
one Plot, had it ſacceeded, had bin the betraying of England at once 
tothem, who loye themſclves too well to have loft it cafily, and are 
fo wife, that they endure no Traitors, but for themſelves, nor can in- 
dure any that loves his Country but a Spariard. We may learne alſo 
torraſtin him, even now particularly, who « the [ame yeſterday and 
&» day, and for ever, norishis hand ſhortened that he cannot ſave, ner 
his care beavy that he cannot heare thoſe that callnpon him, lifting up 
pare 
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pure hands in ſincerity ofheart : although the fins of our Nation in- 
generall, may juſtly provoke our God to puaith us by them that hate 
us, for that cauſe, that inſtead of extirpating Popery and faperſtition 
( a thing nor bard: to- be done in humane reafon, if the children of 
Papiſts were carcfully cdncated nnder Proteſtant Tutors) we thinke 
their Religion tolerable, and nothing ſo- da1gerou; to tonl or boy ' 
as forne men ſ:em to inake it, Shoald we not detzft and abhorre the 
Rcligion of ſich a generation, as count they doe God good f:rvyice,, 
by killing us 2 witn<{ the blondy Perf:eution ander Q?2. eary,and. 
the damnable plot of the Gun-powder-Trexton, Yet f::ne there are 
that would ſeem Proteſtants, and yet deny that their cruzity was 

ſuch, as the Authour of the Engliſh Martyrology makes the ACrian 
perſerution to be : Others of no ſinall eſteem m th: Church of Eng- 
land, inſtead of acknowledging Foxes Hiltoty a Monument of Mar- 
tyrs, call it a Book franzht with Traitors and Heretiques. And 
for the Gun-powder conſpiracy, fome affirm it the dezds of a fey 
male-contents, farre from the approbation of the Catholiquer, others 
as falſcly, that there was no ſuch Treaſon intended, but that it was an 
inventioa of him, whom in reverence 1 forbeareto name, But yet 
this may incourage us, that God will ſtill prefzrvens, for their 11 kes- 
thar have now and heretofore ſtoutly defended Gods trae Religion, 
and that in very many places of this Land, we have had thoſe that 
withall their power have oppoſed the very beginnings of Popery.. 

But wonderfull it is, and ſcarcely credible, that any ſhould fo much 
have forgotten the Gun-powder-Treaſon, as toſay, that they would 
rather truſt a Papiſt then a Puritan ; as if they believed not-there was 
any ſuch Treaſon, or had forgotten it ; or that they thought that 
thoſe whom men call Puritans, were traiterouſly minded, and bloudy 
perſons, Inthe moſt Reverend and Judicious Aﬀ:mbly of this King- 
dome, a Member of that Agembly, declared in particulars, how the 
beſt men have bin branded with the name of Puritan, (it was where 
any man might freely have ſpoken) yet no man contradied him. 
If it be given ſometime to the beſt, without queſtion thoſe ordinarily 
called by that bie-name, are none of the worlt ; becauſe.from like-- 
nefſſe at leaſt divers men have one Name, We willacknowledge hy- 

* pocrites among them, but becanſc one is fach, no man will conclude 

they muſt beall fo, No man of us almoſt abhorreth the name of Pro- 

teſtant to be given him, and yet of theſe, ſome will lie, others = 
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ſteale,and a third ſort-wiltdo worſe, Since this Parliament (perhaps I 
imagine the time, and reaſon aright) the J z{aites and Jcſuited have 
invented aſtrange name for ſuch men, and lac fall the reproach of Puri- 
tag. They call them by a figurative name, which is iznorantly ſpoken 
by moſt, falſly by all ; and as the roundeſt figure is of the largeſt expa- 
City, ſo they have ſhaped thema name, which larger then Preci/ian, 
Brewniſtzor the like, ſurroundeth every one, that thinketh it not a j.ft 
thing to rail againſt the Parliament,or curſe the Fathers of his Country, 
But I dcfire not to be called, but to be #0rms reres at g, rotrndzi. So much 
by the way ; to fall upon the bulines now,

T he pratlice of the Guiſes With the Deen of Scots againſt 
ENGLAND. | 


M Ary now Quyeene of Scots, Daughter 2nd heire apparant 
unto Zames the tift, and Wife unto Francis D auphine of France, 
Daughter of Aſary of Loraine, who was Siſter unto the Duke of Guiſe, 
She, after the death of Qu, ſary of Englaud, being incouraged there- 
unto by the Gxi/es her Lincles,uſurpeth the Armesof England, uniting 
them to the Armesof Scorland, on her plate, in the windewes of her 
houlc, and on her ſeryants coats, declaring her ſelfe thereby Queen 
of

of England, Her meaning was wdl mnderſtood, and this ( it is yerY 
probable) in the fourth yeare of Qu. Elizabeth, made Arthur Pools 
and his Brethren, deſcended of George Dnke of Clarence, Brother tO 
E award the fourth, and _— Forteſcxe their Brother in Jaw, with 
their confcderates,to confpire ſecretly to fly unto the Guiſes itt France, 
- and thence, and with their help, to come with an Army into Wales, 
and ther to proclaime the Queen of Scors Queen of England, and Ar- 
thur Poole Duke of Clarence. God was pleaſed in a very ggod time 
to diſcover this Plot, For had they gone thither, and dj ed therr 
intents, ithad ( if God had not powerfully oppoſed it ) not only a- 
nimated the Gxi/es to have ſeconded them, and furniſhed them with 
men and mony, but having returned into Fales, they would have ga* 
thered great forces to augment their numbers, and put the Queck to 
the incomparable trouble and danger of a civill warre. Beſide alt this, 
ſhe had at this time on every ſide enemies abroad, the French King, 
tho King of Spaize, the Gmz/ian and Popiſh faRion in Srot/and, The 
loyall people of Scorland were fo unable to helpe her, that they 
ſtood in need of her helpe, The Low-Conntries were under Sp«- 
"if tyranny, and a convenient place from whence to annoy this 
Kingdome, The Confpiratours confeffed that they didnot intend to 
put in practiſethis thing, during the life of our Queen ; for indeed 
they were madebeleeve by prediftions of Popiſh Aftrologians, that 
Qu, Elizabeth could not live above one yeare, The good Queen not» 
withſtanding pardoned their liyes, after ſentence of death npon them, 
from their'own confeſſion. 

© "Andhew zcalouſly the Gui/es endeavoured to invade England, may 
appeare by the inclination of Sebaftian Martigins ſent into Scotland, 
by the counſell of the Gxi/er' (for about thoſe times their alone coun» 
fels were principally followed ) with Horſe and Foot, to aifift in 
the civill watre of Scor/and, who could hardly be reſtrained from 
invading Erg/and preſently, and firſt gf all, preſuming (no queſtion) 
on the ayde of Papilts in Ezg/azd, frem intelligence held with them 
here. ' Forotherwiſe what conld a 1005, Horſe, and not very many 
Foot do inreſpe of conquering all £»gl/and ? Now was the Queen 
of Seots in France, and although the Regency of Scotland was put 
intothe hands of the Marquefſe of Hamilton, yet, the power of. the 
Qu. Dowager with her FrenchfaRion did ſo inercaſe, and on the other 
ſide thc authority of the Marqueſſs Regent ſo abate, that after the pro-

miſe from the French King of 1 2000.crowas by the yeare, and Dachy 
of (aftle Herald, to which was addad the prefermeat of all the Mar- 
queſſcs chicfe kindred, the Marqueſſe re{igned his place iato the hands 
of Mary of Loraigne QPanege ; athing for a womanro be Regent 
in Scotland, but once betore known. She had made many promiſes 
unto the Scors of the freedome of exerciting the, Proteſtant Religion, 
but being now ſctled in the Regency, (he diſcovered her mind whol- 
ly bent toalter Religion, She told her friends in plain tearmes, that 
though the Miniſters whom ſhe named ſhould preach more honeſtly, 
or (as (he called it) more finc:rely then they had done, yet they 
ſhould all be baniſhed, She expreſſ:d at the death of a young-man, 
whor ſhe ſeemed tobewaile, being (lain, for that his father had not 
rather excuſed him, being a ſteut defender of the reformed Religion, 
' that ſhe was eruclly minded toward the Profefſours thereof. Eaſter 
alſo was commanded to be-celcbrated after the Romilh cuſtome. For 
theſe and divers other overtnres of her, Meſſengers were ſent unto her, 
todefirc her to be good tothe Proteſtants, and to remember the many 
promiſes ſhe had made unto them to that end. But allin-vaine, She 
told the Earle of Glencarne, and Sir Fobs (ambell, who were ſent un« 
to her ; that performance of promiſcs,was to be expeRed from Prin- 
ces, no farther then ſtood with their profit; Upon this they told one 
another that they then renounced all obedience and duty toward her, 
Violence now with art was to be u{cd for eftcRing her purgoſe touch» 
ing Religion, - | 
Hercuponadvice was given by Labroſſe a French Commander in 
Scotland, to put to death all the Nobility of Scorland, for that the 
people being bereaved of theirheads, would after be cafily brought to 
undergo any yoake ; but that things might appeare with a more. plea- 
fiog colour, there was a.ſhew,, as it the Queen: had laboured , and 
would endeavour te convinee her adverſarics in Religion by no other 
way but by arguments, Into: Scotland were ſent 3, Sorbon Doftours 
with the Biſhop of e-/miens. But with what ſafety might any man 
diſpute with them, when he that did fo was in, the midſt of his ar- 
med enemies, and there was greateſt fare of violence from the dif- 
puters themſelves, For the Biſhop of Amyens counſelled the Queen 
Regent, that if any there were which ould be found to diſpute a- 
inſt theſe Roniiſh” Decrees, he ſhould be put to death, yeaeyen 
thoſe who but ſeemed to be of another mind only, We are _ 
orme

formed that the Qu.Regent put in praQtice the fore-going counſels, 
haps the time was not altogether ſcaſonable, nor doe we take every. 
ngle ator, which might conduce to the ſubverting of Religion, ts 
be a conſpiracy : but we may well eſteem by the Queens words, 
the Counſcllours and Commanders intentsand purpoſes, the placing 
ef ſuch a Regent, all this to be a centinued conſpiracy, to ſtrangle in 
the birth the Church of Scor/and, having yet ſcarcely taken breath in 
the world, Not long after the Qu, Regent dyeth, and although it 
will perhaps be faid, there was no diſcovery of any conſpiracy which 
was inaQing (as to put to death all the Nobility, or all that would 
dare diſpute againſt the Biſhop or DoQtors, could be no caſie taske to 
goe about ; the latter, becauſe the death of their laſt 'Martyr Walter 
Mille did ſeem 1o grievous unto them, and if any more ſhould ſoff-r; 
how would ſuch a thing be taken by French-men, people of another 
Nation? ) It may be objeRed from the above named arguments, that 
there wanted no endeavour, After the death of the Mother, the 
Daughter returning into Scor/and, was married unto HenryLord Darn- 
ky, whobeing of the ſameReligion-with the "Queen, and they both. 
a brothers and ſiſters children, did ſtrongly” maintain Popery againſt 
the Proteſtant Religion. We cannot imagine here that any thing 
ſhould be contrived againſt the lives of thoſe Princes by a Popiſh patty 
to overthrow Religion, For to fubvert Religion no way conld be 
found better, then by maintaining in life and honour ſacth Princes as 
theſe two were, who profeſſed and maintained Popery ; as: contra- 
rily to ſubvert Religion, Laws, Libertics and the like, the beſt means 
are thorough the ſides of ſuch Kings and Queens as are proj<&ers and 
maintainers of them, So the holy Scripture declareth by word and 
example, 1 Will ſmite the Shepheard and the ſobeepe ſhall be ſcattered, 
For this Queen was ſo far from furthering the eſtabliſhment of Re- 
ligion, nay from connivence at thoſe who ſhould goe about any ſach 
/ matter, that ſhe profeſſed that ſhe would follow the example of her 
\ coufin Qu, Mary of England, which was no other thing then main-

himfellc, whatſ@evcr be might pretond, he privatcly fought to marry

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the Q.of Scars (ſhe being next heir to the Crownof Er contrary 
to Haber” made unto his Soveraign Q. Elizabeth, 7. Srots 
and the Duke participate of one anothers mind,by Letters written if 
hidden characters, Neither was this a matter only ſuppoſed ; but the 
Dukes Secretary, one Higford, who was commanded by the Dake to 
burne ſuch Letters as came from the Qu.of Scors,but did it not, and hid 
them under a wat in his chamber,and þcing under examination, he cat-— 
f:d them ts be produced. This was when the twoEarles of Northum- 
berland and Weſtmerlana had fecretly complotted to raife Armes, and: 
not long after the Dukesapprehenſion, they fell into open Rebellion. 
One of the Letters which was ſhewen at the Pukes arraignment was 
tothis purpoſe, That the Q1. was ſorry that the ſaid Earles of Norehume 
berland and Weſtmerland were in Armes, before the Dukes forces were 
ready, *This was undertaken after that Pope Pr# quinturbad in Bulls 
from Rome printed, and ſent to Riavlf, abſolved Q_E lizabeths SubjeRs 
from their allegiance. The Pope perſwaded the Spaniard toafliſt the 
conſpiratours,that his affairs in the Netherlands might proſper the bet- 
ter: and the French did the like,that the Qu, of £»g/and might be leſſe 
able to ſend aid tothe Proteſtants in France, Northumberland and Weſts 
werlandhaving thus taken Armes, ſupplies and monies failing, with- 
drew them(ſelves into Scos/and, Norfolk:was thrown into priſon, Ridolf 
being in cuſtody, for whom the Pope had appeinted 150000. crowns 
to help the ue we for want of clearc proofe diſm'ſfed, Ride/f 
being got ont of priſon, afterward diſtributeth the 1 5 0000, erowns 
to the partners inthe Treaſon, He being with the Pope, is ſent by him 
to the Spaniard,to preſic him to give alliſtance to the King of Portuyall- 
alfo for the fame purpoſe. He wrote alſo tothe Duke of Norfolk;promi- 
ſing to ſend him aid. The Popes letter to the Spaniard was, Se he 
ſhould ſend an Army out of the Low-comntries to invade England, And 
this very thing the Spariard endeavoured. 

There was now a diff:rence betwixt Q. El:zaberh and the Spaniard, 
about mony ſent by him tothe Duke of A/va, but was intercepted by. 
the Qacen,and that-was one pretence that the Spariard had for hide 
ling againſt our Queeryand Kingdene. But the Dake of WNorfoRowor:- 
put fo death, Nor is this the Relation of an F=y/5f Proteſtant, but of 
a Papift {a good part whercofthad not bin knowne but for htm) one 
Hlieroninons ( alewa.

and the power of Northumberland were inNew-caftle, beſieged Bernards 
Caſtle,and took'it on conditions. Then for feare of the Earle of Suſſex 
they fled to Hex am, thence by bie-wayes to Naworth Caſtle, from that

poor penſion under the Spaniard, he lived poorly all his days,

N the Yeare 1569. Leonard D acres, ſecond fon of William Lord Da- 

cres of Gilleſlan4,being grieved to ſce a very great patrimony go from 
him to the daughters of the Baron, whom the Duke of Vorfolke their 
Father in law had joyned in marriage with his ſons, grew reveagefull, 
and joyning with the Rebels,cndeavored to deliver the Queen of Score; 
yet alittle before being Jt the Court, promfſed to afliſt the Queen his

Diſſimulation of Don John of Auſtria, 


N the Yeare 15 76. Don ' wp of Auflria comming into the Lows 

Conntries as Governour ſent Gaſtellzs to Qu. Elizabeth, pretending a 
perpetuall Edie for peace. The Queen as it ignorant of any bad intent, 
ſent Rogers to congratulate Don Fobns Edit ; yet ſhe knew that Don 
7ohn had conceived a certain hope of marrying the Qu. of Scors, and of 
enjoying Scorlan4 and England, intending to invade the Iſle of Man, 
that from thence he might out of /re/and,the north of Exgl/andandScot- 
land alſo (where he knew were many Papiſts) invade England, This 
man to help forward this great defigne,praQiled ſecretly with thePope 
and with the King of Spain, for the Havens of B;/cay But the King of 
Spain negleRed him in this defire, accounting England and Scotland, a 
morſell fitter for his own palate. 

Dnring this treaty of perpetuall peace,this treacherous Dor treateth 
fecretly with the Scoriſ6 Queen about the marriage rand the better to - 
work his qyn ends, took divers Towns and Caſtles in the Low-comn»

Ne: long before this time in [rc/and, Thomas Staeley a prodigall, 
riotous and needy Fnglih-man, dilcontented for that he loſt the 
Stewardhip of Yexford, breathes out contumelics againſt the Queen, 
and betaketh himſclte ro the Pope, with whom he treateth, and bea- 
ſteth that he will ſubdne Jre/ard with 30co. men, and burne the 
Queens Navy, Pope Pirs qniztue, had a great opinion of him. After 
hirg Gregory the 13. and the King of Spaine, confulted together to 
invade Enpliandand Ireland at once. The Pope aymed to get for his 
Son Fames Boncompayno, the Kingdome of Jreland, and the Spaniard 
chiefly to imitate the courſe of Qu. E/izabeth ( who to keep the Spa- 
mard buſie abroad, ſecretly ſent ayd to the Dutch) thay he might 
with-draw her help from the Low. countries, But becauſe the ſtrength 
of Englend conliſteth chiefly in the Navy, the King of Spaine ſerterh 
the Merchants of 1raly, and the Netherlands a worke, to hire the Mer- 
chants (hips of England, and ſo to fend them away in very long voya- 
ges, that the ſhips being from home, and Stmcley joyning with the 
Rebels of Ire/and, the Queens Navy might be over-thrown by a grea- 
ter. The Pope gave him very great Titles in Ireland, and ſent under 
his command 800, 1ratiars, the Spaniard paying the fonldiers. Srucley 
then went to Sebaſtian King of Portugal, to intreat him to be chicfe 
ConduRor, but was perſwaded by the ſaid King, and the King by Ab- 
dallas ſon MMahomer, to go firſt unto the African warr, where bothKing 
Sebaſtian and himſelf loſt their lives, And thus God overthrew their 
wicked counſels for that time. 


Fitz- Morris ks ſecond attempt againſt Ireland. 


As D omini 1579, James Fitz-Aorri formerly having fled in- 
to France, being pardoned for a former Rebellion in Ireland, go- 
eth now to the Spaniard,and is by him ſent unto the Pope, to conſult 
with him about his requeſt, which was to reduce that Kingdome by 
force of Arms unto Pepery. ThePope,at the earneſt ſift of Nicolas San 
ders an Engliſh, and Alan an Iriſo Prieſt, gave Firz-Aorry ſome mo» 
ny tothat intent, and ſendeth him back to the Spaniard, from whence 
with his Prieſts, 3. ſhips and a few Souldiers, Ne arrived at Smerwick. 
in Kerry in Jrelasd, and raiſcth a Fort there. Thomas Courtney an 
Engliſo-man, preſently ſurpriſeth the ſhips. ob and Famer, brethren 
to 
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to the Earle of Deſmond, joynthemſclvesto Fitz- Morris who was their * 
Kinſman, The Earle of Deſmond(although he pretended the contrary )favo- 
red them,drew forces together,and by this pretence of Deſmond,cauled the 
Farle of C/mrickard who came to vppoſe them, to withdraw himſclte, 
Fitz- Marrs (:eing few Iriſh come to his aid, under pretence of going in 
pilgrimage to the holy crel: of Tipperary, went toward Conaught and Vt- 
Fer,to draw forces tozether:wholc hotles being tired, he took ſome horſes 
from the Plough of William a Burgh his kinſman,and being purſued by the 
ſons of William 4 Burgh, Fitz. Morrts perceiving that,told his coutin Theo- 
bald a Burgh, that it was no time now to fall out about horſes, but to j »yne 
with him in the buiineſl: of rebellion,for which he was come into Ireland, 
Theſe brethren had bin fn a for:iner rebellion, but now declared unto Firz- 
Atorru their ſorrow for it, yet now figh:ing with Firz-Aforry to recover 
the horſes,both the brethrzn,and ſome others were ſlain, Sir William Drury 
was then Lord Deputy, whoſznt for the Earle of Deſm29»4, who made a 
promiſe by his wife to the Deputy,that he and his men would fight againſt 
the Rebels. He difſembled long;but after that Malbey had defeated Fohn his 
brothers forces, and had ſent for Deſmond to come unto him about Rekel a 
Town of De/mona,he plainly diſcovered his rebellion. 

That night the Rebele ſet upon Malbeys Tents, but were diſappointed, 
Afterward Deſmond was ſeat for (to come in perſon) by the Lord Deputy 
Pelham, who ſucceeded the decealed Sir William Drury; but excuſeth hime 
ſelfe by a letter ſent by his wifes, The Earle of Ormont was ſent unto him, 
that he ſhould deliver Sanders the Pricſt, the Caſtles of Carigefoile and Aſ= 
kerron,and to ſubmit himſelt abſolutely. The proſecuting of him was come 
mitted to the Earle of Ormond, who ruined (onilo,the Rebels only refuge ; 
he hanged the Baylifle of Tonghal at his doore, for refuling to take an Eng- 

6 garriſon into te Town,betieged the Spaniards in Strangicall, but they 
withdrew themſelves, and after were all killed ;and ſo hard he preſſed Def= 
ond and his brethren, that madly they intreated the chiefe Tuftice to take 
their parts. Afterward the]uſtice ſent for the Nobility of A7xnſter to come 
tohim,and wonld not difuaif]2 the n, till they had given pledges that they 
would affiit againſt the Rebels. They made the Baron of Lixenaw yceld 
himſelf,took { arigefoil Caltle,killed and hanged all the Spaniards in it,aud 
the Captain alſo an /raliay, ; 


San Joſzphus with 700, Spaniards ſent into Irelind, 
He next Yeare, 1580, 700, Spaniards and Jralians came to divert the 
" A Qy, Forces, rather then to conquer 1re/and ; they landed at Swerwick, 
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under the cdfnmand of $4 Joſephusan 1talian, they fortified it and called 
it Fort Delor ; but being followed by the Earle of Ormond,they withdrew 
thenceintoa valley call:d G/atmmingel.Some priſoners of them were taken, 
who confeſt they were 700, and that Armes were brought for 5020, and 
that more were expeed from Spain; that toconquer /reland,the Spaniard 
and Pope had reſolved, and thzrefore ſent into the hands of Sanders, Deſe 
mond and his brother Zabn,a valt ſym of mony.That night the Spaniardrand 
Ttalians returned to their Fort, which fo ſoon as Ordnance could be brought, 
and Winter was returned with the Ships of war from England, was 01 evcs 
ry fide befieged,and after 5-days takzn.The common Souldiers /talians and 
Spaniards, were put to the ſword,the 1ri/5 hanged:only the Captains of the 
former were preſcrved:Three years after, Deſmond wandering like a vaga» 
bond, had his arme almoſt cut-of by a common Soulier, before he was 
known,and after was ſlain, Nicolas Sanders was almoſt tamiſh=d in the 
Woods,and died ſtark mad. This yeare 15 80, Pricſts and Seminaries much 
increaſing in England,ſevere Laws were enacted againſt them, Theſe were 
for the moſt part bred in the £»g/45 Colledge of: Doway, founded. (by the 
procurement of Alan, ſomtimes aſtudent in Oxford, afterward Prielt and 
Cardinall)in the year 1568.

A N:D om: 1 583. divers Prieſts and J<ſaites wrote dangerous books a- 
Z A gainſt Q,Z/;z,and certain otherPrinces excommunicated:which pre- 
vailed fo far,that one Somervil aGentleman, breathing out nothing but bloud 
againſt the Proteſtants,ſecretly ſought entrance into the Queens preſence, 
with a drawn ſword ſet upon one or two in his way; and being apprehend- 
ed,confefſed that he purpolſed to have killed the Queen, Ed, Arden his father 
in law,a Gentleman of Warwick: ſrere,and Arderns wite,and their daughter 
Somervils wite, and Halla Prieſt, were condemned as guilty of Somervits 
pratiſ:.

N 1584. ſome Engh/» Gentlemen'began to praQtiſe the delivery of the 
u.of Scots, Francis T hrogmorton was {uſpeed by letters written tothe 
Qu,of Scors, and intercepted, Preſently Thomas Lord Paget, and Charles 
Arundel a Courtier,left the Land ſecretly, Henry Earle of Northumberland, 
and 7hi/ip Earlc of Arundel were commanded to their houſes. And there 
was great cauſe of circum{pe&tion ; for the Papiſts by printed Books,inci»

K:Next in France,gne Morgan drew him to content to murder the Queen 
be ſhould prove lawtull. This a& the Popes Nuntio Ragaz2nime commen= 

ed. Parry afterward baving acccefſ= to the Queen, ſhewed her all,and not 
long after Cardinall Cows his ltter approving the enterpriſe, Now he ta- 
ketha new reſolution to perform it,cncouraged ſpecially by 12. Alins Book, 
"teaching that Princes excommunicate are to be ſpoiled of their Kingdoms 
and lives. Theſe with many other things, Parry confeſſed before the Lord 
Hunſdon,Sr.(triſtopher Hatton,and Sr, Fran:is Walſingham. In Weſtminſter 
Hall the heads of his accuſition being read,he contefled himſcif guilty. He 
dicd in the Palace-yard before Peſtminſter Hall, not once -calling on the 
;nameof God. Atthis ime alſo Henry Earle of Norrhumb: ftorentring into 
traitcrous counſels with Paget and the Gziſes, to invade £ng/and, was cait 
anto the Tower, where he was found dead, being ſhot with 3. bullets under 
his left pap, thechamber door bolted in the infide, A piſtoll was found in 
bischambcr,and himſclf the author of his own death, Thus from time to 
time the moſt noble Families of £ng/and,have binſcduced and ruined by the 
falſcand bewitching counſels of Jeſuits and Seminaries,

Ne” againe there was a moſt abominable treaſon conſpired an volun- 
tarily confeſſ:d by the conſpirators. One Gifford a Door in Divini- 
ty, Gilbert Gifford, and Hodgeſon Prieſts, pertwaded one Fohn Savage a 
bloody fellow to undertake to kill Queen Elizauberb : To hide their 
miſchievous intents -more curningly frem.-the Queens Coun 
ſell, who were very carcfull to fore-ſce all danger, they wrote a 
Book, in which they adviſe the Papiſts in England, not to goc about

and nothing ſhould be moved before they were ſure of exteraall forces ; 
that they (ſhould make an aſfociation,as if they feared thePuritans,that ſome 
tumults mightbe raiſed in /relard, while the thing ſhould be done here; 
That eArmnndell and his brethren, and X,orchumb: ſhould be drawn to the 
fide ; Weſtmerland, Pazet and others called home, The way to deliver the 
Scots. Zacen,was appoinred, to overthrow a Coach in the gate, or ſet the 
Stables on fire,or intercept her as ſhe rode to take the aire, betwixtCharthy 
and Stafford. Babington undertook for rewards to all that ſhoul+ give their 
help. He had gotten unto him Edward Windſor, th: Lord Wind/ores bro- 
ther,Thomas Salibury, ( harles Tinley the Queens Penſioner, Chidioe Tick 
burne, Edward Abingdvn., whoſe father was the Qaeens Coff:rer, Robere 
Gage, Tohn Travers, Tohn Charnick, Tobn Tones, Savage, Barnwell an Irifs - 
Gent. Henry D#*n,Clark of the firſt fruits Office;1nd one Polly alſo joyned 
- bimfclfe, who was thought to reveale all to Sir Francis Walſing ham; 4bing- 
don, Barnwell, Charnic and Savage, took an Oath to kill her withtheic - 
own hands, PBabingtonenjoyned that whoſoever was admitted into the 
confpiracy, fhould take the Oath of feerecy, They were ſo confident ofthe - 
facceſſe, that they did not feare to cauſe the undertakers of the Treaſon to - 
be piftured together, which picture being ſeen of the Qgeenſhe knew w_ - 
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ly Barmrell, and ſecing him a good way che blamed the negle& of guar. 
ding her perſon. This fellow afterward gave it out,that if the conſpirators 
had bin preſent, the deed might caſily have bin don?, That the ajd from 
France might not be wanting, leave was obtained for Sa/lardto pall: over 
thither for mony,under a talſe name, and Babingron was to follow ; who, 
that he might the more curningly work his ends, pretended to Sir Franc 
Wal ſingham, that he 2d a debre to goc into France, to diſcover what the 
fugitives plotted for the delivery of the $ cots-Queen, Walſingham ſeemed 
yery mucho like the matter, and to commend Babingtons r:lolation,but 
upon pretences, delayed his golog- This was knowne to Walſingham, 
. Cither out of alingular faculty he had to find out Treafons, or cls by the 
means of Gilbert Gifford a Prieſt, who was ſent out 6f France to incourage 
Savage in his wicked re{olution, and that letters might lately be tranſinit- 
ted by him to the Q, of Scots. Gifford corrupted with mony, or for feare, 
revealed the plot to Walſingham, and promiſed tocommunicate unto him, 
all nis letters. Wa/ſingham kindly uled him, f{:nt him iato Sraford thicre 
to Sir Amice Paulct, in alctter perſwading Sir Amie, to fuff;rfome of his 
ſervants to be corrupted by him. Giff.rd tor ſome gold prevailed with Sir 
Amice his Brewer, who conveycd the letters to and from Giford, which 
by meſſzngersfor tht end appointed,cans ever to the hands of Sic Francis 
Walſingham, who coppicd out the letters, and by the art of Thomas P hilips 
found out the characer,and by the help of one (rregor y (caled them up,that 
none could ſaſpet them opened, and then ſent the letters as they were dt- 
reed. TheQ1cen hereupon commanded Ballard tote apprehended, which 
was done. Babinaton adviſed preſently to {2nd Savage and ( harniks to kill 
the Queen. Babington intreateth leave of Walſingham to goe into France, 
ond ſeth for Balards liberty, who weuld be of uſe to him tor diſcovery, 
and to avoid ſaſpition. Sir Fr4zc#* :epeth him back with delayes, and 
draweth him to his own houſe, Skidmore Sir Francis ſervant, was come 
mandcd to obſcrve hum flrialy, and to goe with him, pretending, leaſt he 
Hold be taken with Meſſengers. This letter being read (tor the command 
wasAvritten) by Skidmore, was perceived and rcad allo by Babington (it- 
ting by him, who lupping with Sr, Francis man 19 a Taverv, pretending 
toriſe to go pay the reckoning, l:ft his Cloake and Rapicr, and fled. Then 
Barnwell, Gage, Dun, C harmke being in the mean time proclaimed Traj- 
tors, fi:d into the woods, and after were concealed, fed and cloathed in 
ruſticall habit, by one Bellamy at Harrow on thehill. After 10 dayes they 
were found and brought to London, Salichury was taken in Stafferd-thiere 
and Traverſe alſo, Foncs in Wales, not privy to the conſpiracy, but he con» 
calcd them, and tarniſhsd Sali-bury and his man with a changed Cloaks, 
Witthhe 
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Wind/or was not found, Gi/ford was ſent into Franceas an Exile and there 
dycd. | 

Sept: 1 3.7 of the conſpirators being brought toJudgment,confeſt them- 
ſelves guilty,and were condemned of Treafon;other 7.thehext day pleaded 
not guilty,but were guilty and condemned, Poly though guiley, yet for con- 
felling ſomthing to Sr, Fran, alſingham,was not brought to Judgement ; 
on the 20.the firſt 7,were hanged and quartered in $', Giles Fields, where 
they uſcd to meet. 


The French Ambaſſators plot to kill the Queen, 


N the Yeare 1587, 0beſpineus the French Ambaſſadour of the Guifian fa- 
] Rion,conferred with William Stafford to kill Q, E lizabeth, Stafford retu- 
 ſedit, but commended one AMMooay in prifon, Trappizes Secretary to the ſaid 

Ambaſſador,in the abſence of S:afford conferred with Moedy about the deed, 
Moody propoſed poyſon or a bag of Gun-powder,T rappirs diſliked it, 'and - 
wiſhed rather for ſuch a man as the Burgandian, which killed the Prince of 
Orenge ; this thing Stafford revealed to the Counſell, Trappizs was appre= 
hended going into France, and afterward the Ambaſſador, foody, Stafford, 
T rappins all accuſed the Ambaſſador before theLords,who ſent for the Am- 
baflador. Stafford beginning to ſpeak, was interrupted by the Ambaſſador, 
faying that S tafferd firſt propoſed it to him, who it he did not defiſt, threats 
ned to ſend him bound hand and foot to the Queen; Sraffer4 upon his knees 
with great protcſtations affirmed, that the Ambaſſdor tirſt moved it, the 
Ambaſſadour was admoniſhed to take hzed of ſuch crimes, and diſmiſt by 
Burley, inſinuating unto him, that it was more the Queens c'emency, then 
that his office claimed any ſuch favour, | 


The Spaniſh Armade, 


YN the yeare 1588, was ſet cut by the King of Spaine for the conqueſt 

of England, the invincible (as they calld it) Navy, for this purpoſe 
the Duke of Parma had an Army in Flanders of one hundred and three 
Companies of Foot, and three thouland Horſe, amongſt which were ſe- 
ven hundred £ng45/h fugitives, the Bull of Pizs quinrres, tor excommunica= 
ting Qu. Elizabeth is renewed by $xts quintus, and a plenary Indulgence 
grantcd to all which would, joyn againſt Zng/and. The Queen prepared 
a Navy alſo, and makes the L. Charles Howard Admirall,and ends him into 
the Weſt, to joyn with Sr Fra, Drake Vice-Admirall, Henry Seimour, fe- 
cond ſon to the Duke of Somerſet with 40.Ships Exgliband Dacch, is ap- 
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-pointedtoflop Parma's comming forth; upon the Land Southward, were 
placed 20c0. men, another Army of 2 2000 Foot and a 1000 horſe at Tis 
bury under Leicefter ; another Army guarded the perſoi1 of the Queen, con- 
ſilting of 34009 Foot, and 2000, Horſe under Henry L, Hunſam. The 
counſcllof war, decrecd that all places commogious to land io, ſhould be 
ſtrengthened with Men and Ammunition, which places ſhould bz defended 
with the trainzd Bands in the Maritine Countries, to hinder the Enemies 
landing, it he ſhould land, then they ſhoul waſte the Countcy round about, 
that he might find no more relict then he brought, and that they ſhould 
keep him in continual Alrams, To ſecure the Qu.at home from Papilte, 
fone were committed to Wiſhirch Caltle, There was in the mzan time a 
Treaty of Peace from the Spaniards,cvzn till the Fleet w-s almott cometo 
the Enelia-coalt,The Srauifh Flzet conliited of 130 Ships, 19290 Soul» 
diers, Marriners $350, chained Rowers, 2030. Great Ordaance 26:0, 
they looſed ont of the River of Taz, 3.Ships by thz help of David Guin 
an Enghifa ſervant, and the Turkiſh Rowers, were carried into France, the 
reſt of this mighty Fleet,was by ods blo overthrown and difoerſed, with 
8.fire Ships, made to cut their Cables weigh their Anchors, and fly confus 
kdly,and the Admirali Galyaſe was tzakzng when thy d2gan aguin t2 ga» 
ther together,they were battered and tornedivers of them perithing ia the 
Sea:ſoa Navy 3.yers in preparing, was overthrown? in a Month, many 
their men bring Nin anddro wnzd, divers of their Ships funck an4 ta- 
ken(not 100E2n74/5-incn loft,ardbat one Ship)ariven about Scotland, Ore 
6bagerand Ireland, much impaired, and returned with ihamsz, Gods Nams 
be honoured.

erctary at wars, buut ih: vromide of Lops, and his requiring fur thennders 
taking 50000. Crowns. Ferrers yomn'tzd him, thit thee. :10;14 one Come 
12 the havit of a Marrioer te him, whothould bring him the value of 52099, 
Crowwas ih Rubies and Diamonds, this wis Lopez ew. confeiton, who 
add<d alfo, that it c-aid oor ve but that the King of Spaine was acquainted 
with the marter, tor the monv was toc »me from the Kling of S22inhe firre 
ther confe{I:d, that Srephen Ferrer.2told him, that if he would e Fir tothe

Fran:is Torres; Diego Hernandes, Ferrera confeſſed to be himſclte; Francis 
Torres was one Mano'l Lowys, who had ſerved the King of Porragad, but 
remained now at Brxxcls, abont Count Faentes, the letter was very mylti- 
call, and pretended merchandiſe, as that the Merchants on the other fide, 
did commend his warcs,&c. aſſuring him of good returne,c+c, and there- 
foredzlired him to continue there ſome time, They commended the Jew- 
ell he ſent, and reported how the Amber and Musk was highly cftecmed, 
and ſpake of broad Cloath,Scatlet,threads of Pearle, Dyamond, cc. which 
letter was coafcſlced to be in Anſwer to that was written by Lopez, to take 
away the Qucenes life; more letters there were to the forc{aid purpoſe 
from Secretary /barra to 5 tephen Ferrera, and from the Count Fuentes at 
Bruxells, Stephen Ferrera told Peter Ferrera his Keeper, that himſclte and

&i8 Drakes laſt voyage, was taken priſoner and carried into Spaine, and be+ 
ing ſet at liberty, one Wa'ple a Jeſuite grew acquainted with him, and got 
him into the Inquiſition, whence he returned a reſolved Papilt, he perſwas 
ded Squire to undertake to poyſon the Pummell of the Qucenes Saddle, 
and to make him conltaat, made Squire receive the Sacrament upon it, he 
then gave him the poyſon, ſhewing that he ſhould take it ina double blad- 
der, and ſhould prick the bladJer fall of hoalzs in th2nppzr part whenhe 
ſhould uſe it, ( carrying it within a thick giove for the Cifety of his hand } 
ſhould after turn: it dowaward, pre Ting th: blader u20n the Pummell of 
the Qazenes Saddle. This Squire conteſt. Squire is now in Spaine, and fot 
his ſaf:r diſpatch into Eng/ara, it was deviſed, that two Spanith priſoners 
taken at Cales,(hould be exchanged for Squire and one Rowles, that it might 
not be thought that Squire came over but as a red:emed captive. The Mun» 
day ſcvennight after Squire returned into E:gland, he underſtanding the 
Horſes were in preparing for the Queenes riding abroad, laid his hand, and 
cruſhed the poy{on upon the Pummell of the Q1zenes Saddle, ſaying, God 
fave the Qu,, the Qu. rode abroad, and as it ſhould ſeem laid not her hand 
apon the place, or clsreccived no hurt (through Gods goodneflz) by tou» 
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ing it, #a/pole counting of it as of a thing done, imparted it to ſome 
principal fagitives there, but being diſappointed of his hope, ſappoſing 
Squire to have bene falſz; to be revenged on him, ſcat oae hither ( who

Earle of Tyrones Rebellion. 


Nuno Dom: 1597. __ Baſtard made Earle of 7 yroze by Q. El;z: 

pardoned alſo by her for a murder,and ufurping thz Title of Oneale, ſet 
on by the Spaniard, with whom he had lived a fugitive, a(ſmlted the Fort 
of Blackwater, and at that very time when he wrote to S.7ohn Norris the 
Engliſh Genecall, that he might be dealt mildly withall, leaſt he ſhould 
run on the rocks of rebellion, wrote alſo toKi/dare to fide with him,theQa; 
deſiring to ſpare (hedding of blood, agreed unto a conterence with him by 
her Commiſſioners, the Rebell not liking the conditions propoſed by the 
Commiſſioners, departed and ſpoiled the Country about Blackwater, and 
plucked down the Town of Dwganon. The Country walted,andno viu- 
all tobe had, Tyrone preſented to the Generall a Petition, craving pardon 
upon his knces,at the foote of the Qu: pituce; and in the m2an time dealt 
for aide out of Spaize, the K. of Spaire promiſed him aidz, requiring him 
toadmit of no Articles of peace withrthz Eng/ih, hereupon (thouzh there 
wasa c<ſation of Armzs) he buracth an4 ſpoileth the Couatry,thea he put 
on againe his old habit of diſſimulation and ſacs for pardon, preſently by 
ſbuſling or negleR, {onarghtand Viſter revoltcd, then he fell to rebellion 
againe, and about the B /ackwater overthrew 1400, Engliſh, then the Earle 
of Eſſex comming Generall into /rel/and, he cleared Mmnnſter, thence went 
into Lem#ter againſt the O Conors and O Neales, whom he vanquiſhed, he 
ſent thence S. Conyers Clifford againſt Ororke, himiclfz going another 
way,to diftra& the Forces of Tyroxe, but S.C onyers was flainc,and his For 
ces defeated, Tyrone comming neare to-the Generall, he declared, he defi- 
red not to fight but pacley of peace, which was denyed, afterward ke ob 
teyned conference with the L. Generall, and then another conference, 
where it was concluded, that next day Commiſlioners. ſhould meet to 
treat of peace, then was the L.Generall ſent for into England, after whoſe 
departure T yroxe takes the Field againe, in the time of ceſſation of Armes,

diers, with ſome ri fugitives, who lane at King ſale, There were alſo 
at that ſame time, 2000. Spaniards more arrived at Been. haven, Ballimore 
and Caſte-haven, The L.Deputy encamped neare Kingſale, $, Richard Le« 
viſon with two of the Quzenes Ships blockt n7 the Haven : and on both 
ſides the Town was battered, Then S, Richard Leviſon ſunke five ef their 
Sbips.To theſe Spaniards, Odonelbetook himlzite, and preſently after Ty- 
rone, Orork, Raymund, Burk, Mac Mahon, Randal, Mar Swurly, and 
Tirrell, with the chicte of the Nobility,in all 6000, Foote, and 500, Horlc, 
Tyrone on a hill not far from the Camp, made a bravado two dayes toge- 
ther, as if he would give the Englith Battaile. The L.Deputy at the foote 
of the hill, choſe a convenient plot to fight with him, but Tyrone ſoundeth 
aretreat, whom the L. Generall followed, and forced to make a ſtand in 
midſt of a bogge : where by the E. of C/anrikard;their Horfe were rou- 
ted, and defeated. Alonſo O Campo oneof the Spanith Generalls, and (ix 
Enfign-bearers, were taken priſoners, and the Enfignes taken by the Eng+ 
liſh, and 1200, Spaniards tains. Tyroze was forced to fly into Ver, 
Odonel fled into Spaine, the reſt hid themſelves. The L., Generall returned 
to Kingſaleto batter it, in 6. dayes ſpace, the enzmy attempted nothing a- 
gainſt him, Then Do» Fohnoftereth conditions of furrendcing the Townz 
which propounded, the L.Generall (the Engliſh bzing wearied oat with 
a Winters ſiege.) agreeth with - the Sp.zziard on certaine Articles, 
and taketh poſſziTion of the Town, and fendeth away all the Spaniards, as 
well as thoſe in this Town, into Spaiar. The next Spring the Generall 
purſueth Tyrone into Ver, and ſpoileth the Country ; upon which the 
Rebels make haſte to come 1n unto the Deputy, and Tyrone beggeth par- 
don upon his knees. From D#bliz Tyroze ſhould have bin carried inte 
Ewnglard, but the Queens dzath hindered that, and K. Z4mes pardoned him.

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for that purpdſc, and Creſwell the leger Jeſaite in Spaine, Don Pedro Frans 
ciſto, ſecond Secretary of State, and the Dake of Lerma, aſſured Winter, 
thit this Meſſe would be very acceptablz toth2 K.ot Spains, Then had 
Winter an Anſwer by Count Afiranda, that the K, would beſtow 10c0co, 
Crownes toward the ex2:4ition, and at the next Spring at fartheſt, wayald 
{:t his foote in Englond, Winter rturneth, and acquainteth Garner, Catesby 
and Treſham with all,z2nd th:y others; but d:tore the next Spring the Q1cen 
dicd.

T the Qucens death, Chriſtopher Wright was ſent into Spare, and Guy 
Fawkes alſo from Bruxels vy S.William Stanley, to advertite them there, 
that K, Zames was as violent agiinlt the Catholics, as Q Elizabeth, and 
therfore urged the Spaniard to proſecute the old deligzne. The ] :{tites pri- 
vatcly ſuggeſted that they thould not ad.nithiminto Eng/a4d, as being an 
heretick, Caresby held, that the K. being a1 heretic, fort:iteth his Kin 2- 
dome before any ſ:ntence pronounced, The Parl: w1s diſſolved the gti, 
of July, which the K, h 214, 4ad prorogacd till the 7 %.of February, Ca'esby 
at Lambeth broke with Winter about blowiag up th: Parliam:nt Houſe, 
Winter told him that it ſtrooke at thzroote, but what an4 if it ſhoul4 not 
take cff:&? Catesby won Winter to conſent, but firit (taid he) goe over and 
winne the Corftable, to obteyne more favour for Catholicls ; ani if you 
may bring over with you ſome coniideat Gentlemen, as M, Fawkes, Wine 
zer went,met with the Conltavle at Bergin,ant delivered his Mcfſize, The 
Conſtable anſwered, that his Maſter cominanded him to Joe all good offi- 
ccs for the Catholicks ; but he ſh-wed the Conltavle nothing of the mat- 
ter, Fawkes and Winter came both into Eng/2n4, This plot of 5lowing up 
the Parliam-nt Houl:, after an Oath of ſ-crecy,3nd the Sacrament received 
upon it, (aterby diſclo{ed it to Percy, and Winter, ani 1Wrizht ty Fawkes, 
Percy hired the Houſe, Fawkzs was pretended to 2 Percies ina, and Names 
himſclfe Zohn/on, and kept the keyes of the Houl? tili the adjournment of 
the Parliament ;zat which time a!l the conſpirators departed into the Coun « 
try. A Houſe was hired at Lambeth by Percy, to keep the Powder and 
Wood for the mine, to which it was to be conveyed, When the plot had 
taken ef:&, what ſhould they doe? Percy, with two or three of them, 
with a dozen more, would ſeize on the Duke, and carry him away. The 
Lady Elizabeth was tobe ſurprized at a hunting neare the L, Harringrons, 
They would fave trom the Parliament, firſt Catholicks, then ſom parti= 
cular perſons, While they wrought in the mine,they t:d on baked meates, 
that they might not goc forth.

ter ,Eſquites. T bomas Percy, T homas Winter, John Wrizght, ( briſt: Wrizht, 
Guido Fawkes, Gentlemen, and Bates, ( atesbyes man, Sir Everard Dige 
by, Ambroſe Rookewood, Francis Treſham, E1quires, 7ohn Grant, Gent: 
and Robert Keys, were made acquainted with the plot, but wrought not 
in the mine, After Fawkes apprehenſion, the Traytors poaft away, and 
pretending Religion they would fight for, gathered in open Rebellion all 
they could, which number never exceeded 80. They wandered thorough 
Warwicksſheire, to Worceſter-heire, ani theace to the borders of Stafford-

Clerk Pricſts, entred into a conſpiracy 2gainlt K,Zames ( it was ſaid ) 
to ſurpriſe Prince Henry, to keep the King and Prince in the Tower, or 
tocarry them to Dover Caſtle, and there to obteine their own pardons, a 
tolcration for Religion, and Remorall of ſoime Councellors. © Divers be- 
fige thele were accuſed, and condemned ; but Brooke conf Md he did it, 
but by a Commiilion from the King, to try the, faithfuilnefſ> of the Kings 
-SubjzAs ; but he could produce no fuch Commiſſion, Sir Griffin Marks 
bam confeſſed that he intended forraine Invaſion and Alteration of Relis 
gion, but not to deſtroy the King, as was in the inditement. Watſon

Pon the 23 day of Offeber, 1641.2 moſt prodigious and nefarious viper

and Gentlemen that lay round about the Admiralls lodgings, and then 
throughout the Towne, in ſuch fort that the number lain that Sunday at 
tight and the 2 next dayesenſuing, within the Towne or City of Paris 
and the Suburbs thereof, was cſteemed to be above 10000 perſons, Lords, 
Gentlemen, Pages, Servants, Juſtices of all ſorts, Schollars, Lawyers, 
Phyſitians , Merchants, Artificers, Women, Maids, and Boycs, riot 
ſparing little children in their Cradles, no nor in their Mowers bellics. 
The Courtiers of the Kings guard and ſtrangers that maffacred theſe Gen- 
tlemen, faid, that in one day, by weapons and diſorder they had cnded 
thoſe proceſſes, which pen, paper, ſentences of Juſtice nor open warre 
could not find the means to do or execute in 12 years ſpace. And thus theſe

6ors and, windows with bils, ſtones and. other furious inſtruments, the 
ſpoyling and plundering ofhouſes, Carts carrying away the ſpoyles and 

ead bodies, which were throwne into the river of Soame, all red with 
blogd, which ran in great ſtreams through the Town, and from the Kings 
Pallace into the ſaid river. | | 

As for the King of Navarr himſelf; and the Prince of Coxde, they were 
Galledintothe Kings preſ:nce, who mult himſelfe ſpeak with them, who 
with his own mouth certified them, what had thus paſt all this while, ad« 
ding that he had ſaved their lives only upon condition that they ſhould re= 
nounce theirReligion,and follow his;otherwiſe that they maſt look for the 
like puniſhment that their Adherents had and ſhould receive, The King 
of Navarr beſought the King to rem:mber his promiſe of alliance newly 
contracted, and not to conſtrains him in his Religion.

rinces, Majzſtics demands, and faithfully performed what he had required of him 

on this aſſurance. But as touching the Religion, whereof the King had 
granted bim the free exerciſe, and God the truc knowledge, to whom ha 
was to make an aceount thzrin, for this his Religien, he ſaid, he was ful- 
ly reſdlved to remain= moſt conſtant therin, and which he would alwaycs 
maintainto be true, although it were with the loſſ: of his life, This an= 
ſwer of th: Prince, ſzt the King into ſach a choller that he began to call 
him rebcll, ſeditious and ſon of a ſeditfous perſon, with horrible threat 
nings to cauſ: them to looſ: their heads, if within 3 dayes thzy tooke not 
better counſell : and ind=ed theſe thrertonings, and other crafty carriages 
in this way , ſo wrought on both theſe Princes, at laſt, that they 
forſooke their Faith and firſt Love, and turnzd to Romith abhomiaas,

Now the King perceiving that this maſſacre. of Pars would not 
g_ the fire, but rather kindle it the more, fearing I:aſt thoſe of 
the Religion in his other Provinces and Town:s might afſzmble and 
unite themſelves together, and ſo give them new worke ; he with 
the ſpeedy adviſe of his Couaſzllours, ſent two Meſſ:ngers with two. 

cyerall Mcfſiges, the one to the Governours and {:ditious Cathohkes 
of his remoter Townes, wherein were many of the Religion, with 
exprefſe command to maſſicre them, ; the other containing certaine,

Letters to the Governours of Provinces, by which he pretended tik 
Maſſacre to be-perpetrated by the Duke of Giſe, and the Admirall 
to -be murthered on a particular and private quarrell twixt them two, 
and that the Kings honeſt meaning and intention was utterly againſt 
theſe things, and ſeriouſly to maintaine his former Edi of a generall 
Pacification 3 —_— that his care and vigilancy had ccafcd it 
the fame day it began ; and yet (as my Authour recordeth in his 
Hiſtoiy ) on the Tewſday following, being the 26. of the ſame 4s- 
»f, the King accompanied with his Brethren and the chicfelt of 
is Comt, went to his Ccurt of Parliament, and there publickly de- 
clared in expreſle tearms, that whatſoever had hapned in Paru, was 
done, not only by his conſent, but alſo by his commandement , and 
of .his own motion. And as for his other former mentioned Meſſage 
and Letter to other Townes and Provinces, for the maſſicring of thoſe 
of the Religion among them alſo ; his bloudy command herein was 
immediately put in exccution at Lyons and many other plaecs, where 
the pcore Proteſtants were murthered and maflacred in moſt hideous 
and horrible manner, by thoſe mercilefſe and inhumane Butchers of 
bloody Rome, who knockt down the innocent Chriſtians among them, 
as ſo many doggs, cut their throats, mangled their bodies, flaſh'd off 
their hands with great ſharp knives, as oa their knees they held them 
up to the villains, praying for the ſparing of their lives ; yea, and 
were knowne to rip up their bellies and take out their fat from their 
bowels, and to ſell it to their Apothecarics to make medicines.

reſident in France, wherein he had hid bimſclfe, whiles the greateſt 
fary of the maſſacre was executed, was by the Kings command put 
In'cloſe priſon, together with another vertuous Gentleman Cvagyes 
Maſter of the Requeſts, both which Gentlemen bare great affeAion, 
both unto the Religion, and alſo unto the renowned Admirall, and 
were themſclves of great cſteeme as reputation in France ; but the 
Fe King 
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King having th:zm now faſt in hould, threatn:d4 to teare them in 
CCeccs apon the rack, if they would not write and” figne with: their 
ands, that they had gonfpired with the Admirall to kill the King, 
his Brethren, the Queene and the King of Naverr. But they havin 
moſt conſtantly and jaſtly refuſed to avouch ſo horrible a lye a ainſf 
their owne and their godly frienls innocencics, were-racked and cru- 
elly tormented, and by. a moſt u1jut ſentence of the Court of Par- 
liament in Pars, they were both declared guilty of Treaſon and con- 
demncd to be hanged upon a gibbet, which was accordingly execu- 
ted.” The Q1:en-Mother leading the King, her two ſonnes and the 
King of Navarr her brother in law to ſce the Execution. Her 
Counſellours thinking that at this laſt exploit , what they had wie- 
kedly 'projeted (namely, the falſ: transferring of the cauſe of this 
bloody mafſacre on a treaſonable plot, intended by the Admirall and

life, for the King was mercifull, and that he ſhould have pardon, if 
he would defire it, confelling this fak wherewith hee was. charged- 
But ZBriquemant. anſwered boldly and with a good courage ; that it 
belonged not unto him, but to tho King to aske pardon of Ged for 
ſach an heynous off:nce - That hee, would never aske pardon for 
a fanlt, wherein hce had not off:nded, but knew himſclfe to bee 
moſt innocent, whereof hee called GO D te witneſſz, deſiring him 
to pardon the Kings ſo great diſloyalty and cruelty, Cavagnes alſo 
the other noble Gentleman , did the like untill hee dyed, Inſomuch 
that this execution ( contrary to the Kings expeRation) ſerved to 
no other end, but more to publiſh the iniquity of all theſe crucll he- 
micides, and of all their moſt pernicious counſels.

very modeſt and demure, neare the K. perſon, The Monch now perceiving himfelt alune

either Archers or any of his uſuall guard, not farre from S*. /xnocents, «this yillain follow. 
ing bis M1jeſty, and ſeeing his Caroch ſtayed by a Cart,which met and Ropped their paſ- 
ſzge, Ravilliac, taking this opportunity, as having kept cloſe by the Caroch,and the Kin 
fitting in the boot therof, he (odainly and deſperately affaulted the King with a long an 
moſt ſharp knife, made of purpoſe for this wicked uſe, with which he gave him 3 wounds 
inthe left fide, the firft was given neare the ſhoulder, which eatred not farr bur only ra. 
&:d the skin, the 4 was mortall, that blow entring betwixt the 5* and &cib, cutting a 
ſander the yeine leading to the heart, and this wound was {> deep that it reached into the 
. Cava vena,which alſo was pierced with the poiar of the knife This moſt noble andre. 
nown'd Prince, finding himſelf wounded to death, loſt his ſpeech upon the inſtant, by 
rea{on of the abundance of blond, which iſſued outof his mouth, therefore they turacd 
the Caroch roward the Lonure (the villain Raviliae, being firft laid hold on and kept in 
ſife cuſtody) where he w :$ no ſooner arriv:d, but he rendred his foule into the hands of 
A'mighty God, the great Creatour and juſt diſpoler of all things. Thus this great and 
iny:n=iblc Prince, whom neither ſo many nor ſo m:ghty enemies in,open field, could c= 
v:r yanquiſh or overcome, was ſuddainly ſubdued by the hands of a moſt wicked and ig» 
noble yillain. That Prince in whom the French Hiſtories, obſzrve 3 remarkable mira. 
cles or rare myſterics, namely, that he was a King and had no Crowne, he was a husband, 
but had no wife z he waged watre and had no mony : which ſeeming riddle 13 thus reſol- 
ved ; he was King of France, bus was long time kept from the kingly poſſeſſion of his

Thirdly and lafily, of the moſt bloody and blaſphemous principles ofRomes Religion,

Moſt worthily therfore 
is Rowe {aid to be founded and finiſhed in its crimſon architeRure of bleod;rrhether we 
reſpe& mareriall Rome in its firlt riſe and o1iginall, firſt foundedin the blood of Rhemu 
by his brother Romulus, the very firſt King of Rome t or ſpiricuall Rowe, the 
mother of ſpirituall Whorcdomes, moulded and maintairied all along by thoſe Popiſh» 
Cine, in the bloud of their mote righteous brethren,Gods beloved Abels, 
' Wherefore 1 defire that the uſe of this z fold obſervation, may be, brit inſeparable love 
ot God in cleaving faft ro his ſoul-ſaving Truth and Goſpell: and ſecondly irrcconcili. 
able hatred of that abominable and diabolicall Religion of Rewe,vehich chus delights in 


the moſt fearfull and finall deſtruQion of ſoules and bodigs. 
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
